His wife, Lady Chichester, and their son Giles were at 


his bedside.

DETROIT (AP) — A court 


decision this week says be 
more lenient in enforcing Mich- 
igan's 120-year-old abortion 
law. 


Several law enforcement 


officials said they will continue 
to take a hard stand against 
abortion and some hospital 
administrators said they won't 
change policy because of the 
decision. 


Michigan law states thera- 


peutic abortions can be per- 
formed only when a committee 
of doctors agree the mother's 
life would be endangered by 
giving birth. 


In a 2-1 decision, the Slate 


Court of Appeals said Thursday 
the state no longer has suf- 
ficient reason to prevent any 
therapeutic abortion by a doc- 
tor at a hospital when the wom- 
an is less than three months 
pregnant, whether or not her

'Think Small' Key Phrase 
In Auto Industry Future 


This is a banner year for the automobile 


business. Total U.S. car sales in 1972 are 
expected to be in the 10.5 million range, 
with 9 million or more of domestic 
manufacture. Both figures would be 
records. In addition, imports now account 
for only 14 per cent of American auto 
sales, as against 18.8 per cent in August 
1971, It is the first time in a decade that 
car imports have declined, 


Detroit nevertheless has reason to feel 


apprehensive about the road ahead. In the 
next few years, the industry will come 
under increasing pressure to produce 
safer, cleaner vehicles. The cost of 
complying with safety and anti-pollution 
la\ys will make cars more expensive to 
buy. And the likelihood of a chronic 
gasoline shortage will make them more 
expensive to operate. The almost 
inescapable conclusion is that small cars 
are. the cars of the future. 


So-called minicars already have cap- 


tured a sizable share of the U.S. market— 
2S per cent in 1971, as compared with only 
JO per cent in 1968. Until recently, almost 
all the minicars sold in this country were 
such imports as Volkswagens, Toyotas, 
and Datsuns. But now the American 
Motors Gremlin, Ford Pinto, and 
Chevrolet Vega are helping to stem the 
import tide. From January to July 1972, 
Americans bought 22 per cent" fewer 
Volkswagens than a year earlier, 3 per 
cent fewer Toyotas, and 9 per cent fewer 
Datsuns.

Why There's No

Elimination of the 7 per cent auto excise 
tax, the short-lived 10 per cent import 
surcharge, and devaluation of the dollar 
all conspired to wipe out the price ad- 
vantage that imports previously had 
enjoyed.

difficult to penetrate in the future. Some 
may writeoff the United States altogether 
as progressively more stringent safety 
and pollution- control standards come into 
force.

the standards and still remain

petitive in price. 


The car of the future, with its crash- 


resistant frame, thick interior padding 
and elaborate emission- control system, 
will be considerably more expensive than 
current models. "Even small cars in 1980 
are likely to cost about the same as a 
large automobile today," Daniel A. 
Jedlicka stated in Harper's. American 
motorists thus may turn to small cars out 
of necessity, not choice. 


Furthermore, the days of flashy styling 


appear to be numbered. Such mandatory 
requirements as uniform bumper height 
will tend to inhibit designers. Automobiles 
of the late 1970s and 1980s will be safer to 
drive but a good deal duller to look at. 


The growing shortage of gasoline may 


do more than anything else to accelerate 
the trend to smaller cars. A major reason 
for the squeeze is that consumption is up 7 
per cent over a year ago — about twice the 
normal rate of increase. Business Week 
notes that, "Behind the swelling demand 
are the new cars that use low-lead 
gasoline. With their lower compression 
ratios, these engine burn about 8 per cent 
more fuel than cars with conventional 
engines."

The situation will grow worse, The Wall 


Street Journal points out, "as more and 
more cars are sold with low- compression 
engines and anti-pollution devices and as 
more lead-free gasoline is sold to fuel 
them." A decade hence, the 
U.S. 


automobile may againbe what it formerly 
was — a luxury. 


Hockey Plungers Betting 
Fans Won^t Run Out 


The surest way for a new professional 


sports league to achieve stability is to hire 
away the star players of an established 
league. Thus, the National Football 
League agreed to merge with the upstart 
American Football League in 1966 when it 
transpired that the AFL was plotting to 
sign up the NFL's top quarterbacks. 
Similarly, the American Basketball 
Association acquired a shaky lease on life 
by luring away some National Basketball 
Association 
players 
and 
bidding 


vigorously with'the older league for rookie 
talent. 


Now it is the National Hockey League's 


turn to get burned. As recently as the 1966- 
67 season, the NHL consisted of only six 
teams. Successive expansions have 
brought the number up to 16 teams, with 
two more to be added in 1974. The casual 
observer might well think that 18 is more 
than enough franchises to satisfy the 
burgeoning interest in hockey. 


..But no. On Sept. 13, 1971, the formation 


of .'the World Hockey Association was 
Announced. NHL owners and fans reacted 
wij,h the same lofty amusement that 
greeted the birth of the American Foot- 
ball League and American Basketball 
Association. They're not laughing .any 
longer. 
''•Some of Pro Hockey's biggest names 
have jumped from the NHL to the WHA in 
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recent months. Bobby Hull, late of the 
Chicago Black Hawks, signed a 10-year, 
$2.5 million contract on June 27 to play for 
and coach the Winnipeg Jets. Other NHL 
stars shortly succumbed to the lure of 
WHA money. The hardest-hit team to date 
has been the Boston Bruins, winners of the 
1972 Stanley Cup playoffs. Five Boston 
players have defected to various WHA 
teams, and two others were lost to the new 
NHL franchises in this year's expansion 
draft. Surveying the damage, one sports 
columnist wrote: "The Bruins can forget 
about first place (in 1972-73). They're 
back with the pack." 


For the players, The NHL-WHA 
com- 


petition is a godsend. Derek Sanderson, 
who scored only 25 goals for Boston last 
season, recently signed a $2 million-plus 
contract with the Philadelphia Blazers of 
the WHA. Eddie Johnston, a reserve 
goalie 
for 
the 
Bruins, 
talks of 


renegotiating his contract for $160,000 in 
view of the departure of first- stringer 
Gerry Cheevers. 


Some followers of the game feel that the 


salary war has gotten completely out of 
hand. "Once upon a time, hockey players 
were the most underpaid characters in 
sports," Stan Fischler recently wrote in 
The Sporting News. "Now, 
some of 


them...are so ridiculously overpaid one 
soon expects them to hire personal valets 
on the bench to towel their necks and bob 
their hair." 


If the NHL-WHA battle becomes a war 


of attrition, a number of clubs in both 
leagues might fold. The Madison Square 
Garden Corp., owner of the New York 
Knicks of the NBA and the New York 
Rangers of the NHL, has warned that both 
teams may be forced to leave the city 
unless it receives tax relief. The cor- 
poration cited escalating Rangers 
salaries as a prime reason for the 
financial squeeze. And the Rangers are 
one of the league's most lucrative fran- 
chises.

CHILDREN'S VOICES 
SHOULD BK HEARD 


Editor, 
In a time when the whole 


nation echos an outcry against 
pollution; when everyone is 
speaking out on the destruction 
of clean air and pure water; 
five million children's voices 
are but part of the chorus. But 
for these children, it isn't a 
matter of clean air, for theirs is 
a constant struggle to breathe, 
no matter what the at- 
mosphere. 


Five million young boys and 


girls, who lungs are crippled, 
whose breathing is labored, are 
suffering chronic and serious 
lung disease. 


They are voices to be heard. 
Cystic Fibrosis, an inherited 


disease, is incurable. It strikes 
one in every 1,500 new boras, 
the result' of both parents 
carrying the defective C-F 
gene. It is believed (hat one in 
twenty persons is a carrier of 
this disease, which causes 
serious lung damage, repealed 
respiratory infections, and 
intestinal complications. 


Severe asthma 
with lung 


damage, 
chronic bronchitis, 


bronchiectasis, and a condition 
sometimes called childhood 
emphysema, attack the young 
and damage the lungs. 


Sixteen years ago, a group of 


parents seeking to find answers 
to the baffling Cystic Fibrosis 
which has struck their families, 
formed the National Cystic 
Fibrosis Research Foundation 
and began to raise limited 
funds to call attention to the 
program and start research to 
find control. Eleven years ago, 


the C-F Center Program was 
expanded to a nation-wide 
network of Centers, where 
physicians, nurses and other 
medical personnel could learn 
to diagnose and treat 
the 


disease. At that time, almost 
all C-F children died, before 
reaching the age of four. 


Today, that meager begin- 


ning has grown into a national 
organization which raises 
funds through the Breath of 
Life Campaign. There are 117 
C-F Chapters, and some 200

PRINCETON, N.J. (AP) - A 


Gallup Poll says more Ameri- 
cans than ever before — 64 per 
cent of the public — believe 
only a woman and her physi- 
cian should decide whether she 
has an abortion. 


Fifty-six per cent of the Cath- 


olics in the nationwide survey 
took the liberal stand on abor- 
tion despite their church's offi- 
cial opposition, the Gallup Or- 
ganization reported Friday. 


The poll, taken in June, also 


showed 73 per cent of Ameri- 
cans thought teen-agers should 
have access to professional 
birth control information, serv- 
ices and counseling. Favoring 
the position, also opposed by 
their church, were us per cent 
of the Catholics. 


Previous Gallup Polls found 


the view that abortion is a doc- 
tor-patient decision favored by 
57 per cent of Americans last 
January and by 40 per cent in 
November 1969.

summer both rejected platform 
planks declaring abortion a 
matter of conscience for every 
woman.

State Supreme Court Must Decide By Tuesday 


Abortion Supporters Want Vote

Michigan's Supreme Court 


must decide by Tuesday if a 
constitutional

liberalizing state abortion laws 
cannot be submitted to the 
voters Nov. 7.

Michigan Court of Appeals has 
ruled that abortions during the 
first three months of pregnancy 
are legal. 


The court's 2-1 decision 


Thursday granted women the 
right to have abortions for any 
reason during those months — 
provided the operation is 
performed by a physician in an 
approved hospital or clinic. 


Both the court ruling and the 


proposed constitutional change 
have many similarities. The 
basic difference is that the 
voters 
could 
approve 
a 


measure allowing abortions 
during the first 20 weeks of 
pregnancy rather than only in 
the first three months. 


Even so, Dr. Jack Stack, an 


Alma physician heading a 


group backing abortion reform, 
said, "We want the proposition 
lo he .voted oh. We don't want 
new interpretations 
of old 


laws." 


Stack said -if the ballot' 


proposal loses, then his group 
will be satisfied with the court 
ruling.

Thursday's decision will be 


appealed to the Michigan 
Supreme Court. 


And there is a chance another 


three-judge panel from

"If that court disagreed with 
yesterday's findings, then the 
Supreme Court would be called 
in for the last word," said 
Judge T. John Lcsinski, chief 
judg*of Ihe appellate court.

said a liquor inspector can- 
vassed residents in the im- 
mediate area of 1639 Britain 
last January. The results 
showed eight approvals of the 
transfer, three objections, one 
no opinion and three the in- 
spector was unable to contact. 
A survey of Ihe same area a 
year earlier turned up a 
negative response.
